Meriwether leads his ticket by from 4000 
to 6000 votes, but on the balance of the tick- 
et part of this went to the Democrats and 
part to the Republicans. 

Many of the Republican candidates for 
the House of Delegates appear to have sac- 
rificed Parker to secure their own election, 
as is seen from the fact that while twelve 
Republicans were elected to the House, 
Parker carried but six wards. 

The new City Council will consist of the 
Seven newly elected Democrats and six 
hold-over Republicans, the latter being as 
follows: W. R. Hodges, August Hoffmann, 
William M. Horton, Emil E. Meysenburg, 
Eben Richards and Louis Schnell With 
the vote of President-elect Hornsby, the 
Democrats will control the upper branch of 
the Municipal Assembly. 

The House of Delegates will consist of 13 


Democrats, 12 Republicans and 3 Public 
Ownership party men. The Meriwetherites 
will thus hold the balance of power and can 
virtually name the speaker and shape legis- 
lation in that branch of the Municipal As- 
sembly by siding with the Democrats or 
Republicans. 

The three men who will exert this great 
power are QO. J. Funsch, Otto F. 
J. H. Klute. 
which have hitherto been strongly Repub- 
lican.

Sir Frederick decided to make a trip up 
to Kumassi, the native capital of Ashanti, 
and hold a series of dunbars or palavers 
with the native kings and chiefs to in- 
duee them to give up to him the golden 
stool, The governor was accompanied in 
his mission oe his wife and three or four 
goyernment officers, 


Drawn Into 

a Trap. 

The natives were pleasant to them all the 
way to Kumassi and the governor looked 
upon his trip merely as a pleasant little 
junket. But after he arrived in Kumassl 
he found he had been drawn into a trap 


get him to their capitol before beginning a 
war for the restoration of their old King, 
Prempeh, and a breaking away from the 
British protectorate. 

From April 25 to July 15, when the gar- 
rison was finally relieved, the negro Hausas 
and their few white officers held the town 
against 15,000 or 20,000 well-armed Ashantis. 
At the most there were ony 720 Hausa sol- 
diers, who had but a small supply of am- 
munition and starvation rations. On June 
*3§ Gov. Hodgson, finding that if the entire 
for@ remained in Kumassi they would all 
starve to death before help could come 
took 450 of the Hausas and with several 
hundred loyal natives succeeded in cutting 
their way out through the Ashantis’ line, 
and after days of terrible suffering in the 
forests succeeded in reaching the coast and 
friends in safety. 

Wednesday, April 25, was the day on 
which begun the siege of Kumassi. On the 
evening of the day before Lady Hodgson 
went for a walk through the town every- 
thing seemed strangely quiet. The natives

loyalty there was everywhere an air of 
depression and dreariness. Some of the na- 
tives turned their heads and spat on the 
ground as the English party passed and 
others frowned and made hideous faces. 
An air of brooding stillness reigned every- 
where, 


Calm Before 

the Storm. 
Lady Hodgson remarked to her husband 
that it seemed the calm before the storm. 
The next morning the same oppresive at- 


mosphere weighed over Kumass. Suddenly 
a native runner came in breathless from the 
Basel mission on the outskirts of the town 
with a note signed by Mr. Ramseyer say- 
ing that the natives had closed in nearer 
to the mission and that he feared they pre- 
mediated an attck. Soon after another run- 
ner appeared with a message that the Ash- 
antis had fired on three servants who had 
been sent from the mission for water end 
that two of them had been killed. 

Word was sent from the fort for the mis- 
sionaries immediately to leave theiy mis- 
sion house and come into Kumassi. A’ small 
force of Hausas was sent out to escort them 
tO safety. As the missionaries and the escort 
retired from the mission the Ashantis sud- 
denly began a rattling fusillade on the 
Hausas’ outposts and pickets. 

The war had begun. The outposts were 
driven in on the run, and soon after the 
missionaries had reached the fort, the Ash- 
antis were in possession of the outskirts 
of the town. The loyal natives, to the num- 
ber of 4000 or 5000 gathered about the fort 
and repeatedly pressed against the: main 
gate of the fort screaming to be admitted. 

To have let this rabble in, however, *vculd 
have meant the immediate death of all, as 
they would have so overcrowded the small 
fort that there would have been no room 
for the defenders to man the guns. ‘To pro- 
tect the natives a force of several hundred 
Hausas was placed outside the fort «nd 
threw a cordon of intrenchments around the 
natives. 

Hardly had the Hausas prepared the de- 
fenses before the Ashantis burst upon them 
from every direction in an effort to carry 
the fort by storm. They were met by heavy 
and well-directed volleys from the intrench- 
ments. while the Maxim and seven-pound 
guns from the fort were worked with tre- 
mendous energy. 

Time and again the Ashantis were driven 
back, but, after being rallied by their kings 
and chiefs, would advance with fresh im- 
petuosity to the attack. The fusillade was 
terrific, and, added to the roar of the guns 
and the savage war cries of the Ashantis, 
was the shrieking and wailing of the 6000 
hapless natives who lay exposed to the fire 
outside of the walls of the fort. All day the 
battle raged, but finally the Ashantis grew 
discouraged at the tremendous losses they 
had sustained and retired at dusk and re- 
fuse, for the time being at least, to charge 
the fort again. 

That night they set fire to the Basel Mis- 
sion and to all of the native huts and build- 
ings in the town, and, while these were 
burning, kept up a steady long-range fire on 
the brave defenders of the fort. It was not 
until late the next day that the English had 
an opportuinty to pick up and bury their 
dead and get a little rest. 

Put on 
Starvation Diet. 

Not only was the British force defending 
the fort scantily supplied with ammunition, 
but the stock of rations and food supplies 
were so low that In a short time the entire 
garrison and the loyal natives around the 
walls of the fort were reduced to a starva- 
tion diet. The tins of corned beef that had 
been stored in the fort for just such an 
emergency was all the meat supply the gar- 
rison had. These tins had been four years 
in storage in a hot climate, and when 
opened were found to contain a rich green 
mold half an inch thick over the meat. 

The only bread were the “puppy biscuits, 
which were so full of weevils that a soldier 
had ‘to be careful when sitting down to his 
meal that his biscuit did not rise up and 
walk away. Yet one puppy biscuit and a 
tin of beef made up the daily food of each 
member of the besieged garrison. In time 
even this quantity had to be reduced one- 
half and then one-quarter. 

All the rats, lizards, parrots, dogs and 
pets of all time that could be secured were 
eaten by the famishing soldiers. As much 
as 10 shillings were paid for rats, but soon

Raising of 
the Siege. 

On a cold, damp, depressing morning— 
June 23—when Kumassi was enveloped in @ 
blue-white mist that lay like a death shad- 
ow over all the garrison, Gov. Hodgson, 
with his wife and an escort of about three- 


fourths of the total strength of the de- 
fenders of Kumassi, started on his attempt 
to cut a way through the Ashantis’ lines 
and gain the coast, almost 200 miles away. 
For an hour the march was made through 
the darkness in utter silence. The trail was 
so narrow and the underbrush so dense 
that the expedition had to proceed in sing.e 
file. Suddenly a gun cracked somewhere 
up towards the head of the column, Then 
came a voiley from the underbrush and the 
sound of the war drums of the Ashantis 
and their shrill battle cries. There was 
nothing for Lady Hodgson and the natives 
who were acting as carriers to do but to 
crouch down in the muddy path while the 
bullets sang over their heads. 

Sometimes the fighting seemed to be close 
all around the party, and every moment 
Lady Hodgson looked for the Ashantis to 
break through the underbrush into the trail 
and complete their work. She says that at 
this time she was conscious of no great 
emotion or any dread of her impending 
fate.

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THE CENTER OF POPULATION. 


Where It Has Been, and Where the 
Next Census May Show It to Be. 
From the New York Sun. 

By the first national census taken in 
1790, when the population of the country 
was not much greater than of New York 
City today, the center of population was 
twenty-three miles east of Baltimore. It 
was still in the neighborhood of Baltimore, 


though to the west of that city, in 1800. In 
1810 it was near Washington. In 1820 it was 
at Woodstock, Va., and in 1830, 1840 and 1850 
in the present state of West Virginia. In 
1860 it was a little to the south of Chilli- 
cothe, O., this being the first official ap- 
pearance of Ohio as the center of puopula- 
tion, though it has remained the political 
center of population steadily ever since. 

In 1870 the center of population was on a 
line in Ohio between Chillicothe and Cin- 
cinnati; in 1880 it was in the neighborhood 
of Cincinnati, and in 189, the year of the 
last national census, it was in 
County,.Ind., near the Ohio boundary, and 
on a line between Cincinnati and Indianapo- 
lis.

UNRESTRAINED PARTISAN JOURNALISM. 

The Post-Dispatch has viewed with regret and disapproval 
the course of the other English newspapers of St. Louis in de- 
grading the municipal campaign just closed to the level of 
debased ward politics. Without restraint and without con- 
sidering the effect on the public mind in and out of St. Louis 
of a campaign of this character at the beginning of the most 
important era in the history of 5t. Louis, these partisan or- 
vans have resorted to unwarranted villification, abuse and in- 
sinuation against men of high character ‘and clean record, 
Never in the history of St. Louis have cleaner tickets, so 
far as the personality of the candidates is concerned, been 
presented to the people of St. Louis. 
régular party tickets were successful business men of stand- 
ing, good character, with approved capacity. They had the 
esteem of the reputable people of St. Louis. Their associates 
on their respective tickets in the main were men of the same 
character. The issues presented were municipal issues and 
related wholly to good, government and the good reputation of 
St. Louis, at a critical time in the city’s career—at a time 
when it was desirable that St. Louis should impress the world 
with the dignity, the earnestness and the public spirit of its 
people. There was no occasion for any buta dignified, earnest 
contest looking to the best interests of St. Louis. 

Instead of assuming a tone of high civic pride and appeal- 
ing to the people of St. Louis on the basis of reason and en- 
lightened interest, the partisan organs descended to personal 
villification.

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POLITICS IN JAPAN 


THE EMPEROR MAKFS THE PRESS 
FEEL HIS POWER. 


_ TAXATION BILL PASSED 


Strong Resentment Aroused Over the 
Exactions of the Imperial 
Power. 


YOMOHAMA,. March 22, via Victoria, 
April 3.—Japan is passing through a pecu- 
ilar. political experience. The House of 
Peers stubbornly refused to pass the tax- 
ation bill at the time of an acknowledged 
crisis in internal as well as foreign affairs. 


The power of the Emperor was invoked 
with the result that the peers receded 
from their position and passed the Dill 

Y @ unanimous vote without amend- 
men or change. Instead of being distinct- 
7, @ government measure, applied for 
by the cabinet and indorsed by their sig- 
natures, it took the form of a private ad- 
ministration by the Emperor who sum- 
moned the president of the House of Peers 
and handed to him a document embodying 
the imperial will as expressed by himself 
alone. The instant obedience of the House 
illustrated in a striking. way the fact 
that the ancient subserviente to the throne 
is by no means impaired. By a large ma- 
jority the Emperor's action is taken as 
/a@-most healthy sign and there is a feeling 
of relief in the consciousness that there 
exist in the empire a power of last re- 
sort which can be invoked with confidence 
in times of great public crisis. It may be 
safely said that the Emperor never stood 
60 high in public esteem as he does now. 
. The submission of the peers, however, by 
mo means is made without some show of 
resentment and it is generally felt that 
other deadlocks will ensue, especially when 
the question of the final passage of the 
budget comes up for discussion. 

Party ang 4 is also becoming rampant 
fn the lower house, the opposition having 
proposed the impeachment of the govern- 
ment for having invoked the imperial pow- 
er. A scene of wildest confusion occurred 
during the discussion upon this motion, 
the premier himself appearing upon the 
rostrum with the declaration that as long 
as he had the confidence of the emperor 
the diet had no power to remove him. The 
‘motion for impeachment was rejected by 
a majority of 28. 

The crisis in the foreign affairs of the 
empire has in the meantime become far 
more acute, the proceedings of Russia in 
Manchuria and Corea combined with the 
extraordinary interpretation put by Count 
Von Buelow upon the Anglo-German com- 
pact, arousing the belligerent spirit of the 
people to the highest pitch. It will require 
all the tact and management of the govern- 
ment to avold the precipitation of a war 
with Russia. Indignation waxes strong at 
the announcement of the German chancel- 
lor that the terms of the Anglo-German 
compact has no reference to Manchuria. 
Japan signed the agreement putting the 
patura! interpretation on its words, and 
with disgust the empire now regards this 
exhibition of Machiavellean diplomacy on 
the rt of the western powers. Taken 
fn connection with the atrocities committed 
by the latter in China, the entrance of this 
country into the ‘‘comity”’’ of the Christian 
nations is by no means any longer regarded 
as either distinction or privilege.
